Chita Oblast Industry was successful In fulfilling the 1948 production 
plan. Luring 1948, the output was worth 27 million rubles more than in 1947- 
The gross-prodaotlon plan for the first 5 years of the Five -Tear Plan vaa 
completed 100.2 percent. Chita Oblast workers decoded tLair pledge to save 
38.5 million rubles In 1948 through lowered cost of production a^d above-plan 
accumulations . 

Workers of the metallurgical and coal industries of the Tranabaykal are 
leading in pool all st competition. The Petrorak-Zebaykal^kiy Xe tailor gioal 
Plant has reaohed the prodhotlon level planned for 1950. Steel workers hare 
Increased the removal of steel par one square mater of furnace sole by 12 
percent- The plant saved 10 million rubles in 1948 by reduo lng production 
costs. 

The "Z&baykalncol'" T.uet fulfilled the 1948 plan for ooal mining on 
9 December, exceeding 1947 production by 16.2 percent- Tho trust ezoeeded 
the 1950 level. labor productivity of the trust increased 1-4 percent over 
the plan.
